S t a n f o r d : Referring to 
our conversation, just before the holding 
of recesa concerning the Constitution of 
California respecting the constitution of 
the Legislsture, I have to Bay that I 
have examined the question, and am 
clear in the opitfiou that the Senators 
elected from the odd numbered districts 
in 1884 are entitled to hold for four 
years. The language of the constitution 
ia so clear it seems to me there can 
hardly be two opinions upon the ques­ 
tion. If there be any act of the Legis­ 
lature of California controverting the 
provisions of Section 6, Article IV, of 
your Constitution of 1879, it is. A think, 
absolutely void, for certainly the Con­ 
stitution of your State must be its su­ 
preme law.

INTER-STATK COMMERCE BILL. 


I t Will be of G reat Advantage to 
the Canadian Pucittc Rail­ 
road Company.

C l e v e l a n d , O., January 7.—The in­ 
quest into tho cause of the Baltimore 
and Ohio wreck at Republic, Ü., was 
begun at 2 o’clock this afternoon at 
Tiffin. A special to the Leader says that 
the city hall, where the inquest is being 
held, was crowded. The first witness 
examined was L. F. Fletcher, conductor 
of the freight train. 
He said: “ Ed. 
Kiler was engineer of the freight, and 
W. J. Culliaon fireman. 
We ran from 
Tiffin to Seneoa siding, about three and 
one-half miles from 
here and side­ 
tracked for the eastern express. 
After 
this train passed we had forty-five min­ 
utes in whioh to make the ftepublio sid­ 
ing. We Uft this place with 140 pounds 
of steam. 
After getting two miles, I 
noticed that the train was slacking. 
I 
went forward over the oars, eighteen in 
number, 
to 
the 
engine 
to 
see 
what 
was 
wrong. 
I found 
that 
the 
steam had run down 
to forty 
pounds.. 1 opened the door of the fur­ 
nace and looked at the hre, then looked 
at my watoh and saw that we had but 
four minutes until No. 6, west bound 
express, was due. 
I took red and white 
lamps and ra#ahoad to flag her. I got 
about one hundred yards in the curve 
and signaled her to atop. As the ex­ 
press approached I noticed that the 
engineer Dad reversed tlie engine. 
In 
the meantime the freight had come to a 
stand and the engineer had Bliut off 
steam and jumped off when the collision 
occurred. 
The engineer had been drink- 
iug. I saw him take two drinks of 
whisky at Bloomdale and two at Eos- 
toria. 
When 1 saw we had bat four 
minutes to make the siding at Republic, 
the engineer did not seem to realize the 
danger. 
YV. J. Cullisou, fireman on the freight, 
was next called. 
He said: 
“ We had 
trouble in keeping up the fire. 
We had 
140 pounds ot steam when we left Sen­ 
eca siding. 
The train ran four or five 
miles, when the steam was down to sixty 
pounds. 
We were then going about 
three miles per hour. 
The conductor 
came in, looked at the fire and said it 
was all right. 
When he went ahead to 
flag and saw the express coming he 
yelled back for us to jump.” 
Chas. Snider, of Columbus, O., was 
the front hrakeman on the freight. 
He 
said: “I was in the cab of the engine 
and noticed that they had but one 
gauge of water when they should have 
had at least three. 
I 
was going 
ahead to flag, but the conductor grabbed 
the lantern and went. 
I know nothing 
about either the conductor or engineer 
drinking.” 
Thomas Heekettof Wheeling, YV. Va , 
conductor of the express on the night of 
the oollision, testified: “ The express 
was three minutes late at Republic. 
I 
had about sixty passengers, fourteen or 
fifteen in tho smoker. 
Of that number 
five escaped from the 6moker, two by 
being thrown out of the top of the car 
uninjured and three somewhat injured. 
I think there were not more than ten 
killed.” 
Adjourned until to-morrow.

William P. Clough, attorney for the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, has prepared 
for use before Congress an exhaustive 
statement of the probable results should 
the Inter-Slate Commerce bill become a 
law. 
He says it would draw through 
business from the Northwest to Canada. 
He states at great length the subsidies 
and other advantages granted the Cana­ 
dian Pacifio by the Dominion govern­ 
ment, including its exemption from tax­ 
ation, and says this railway system 
stretches along the American border 
from ocean to ocean; it has already ar­ 
ranged to tap all ot the great Ameri­ 
can traffic 
centers 
within 
twelve 
months. It will be in competition with 
American railroad systems at all promi­ 
nent points in the Northern States for 
the American carrying trade, and it 
must have a share of that trade to live, 
even under the extraordinary conditions 
which it enjoys. No Canadian railroad 
system can live one year excluded from 
the 
American carryiug trade. 
The 
Canadian system will be untrammeled 
by any of the restrictions whioh Ameri­ 
can legislation will impose on American 
lines. It will not be under the obliga­ 
tion, even, to make its rates public; it 
will not be perplexed by any problem of 
long and short hauls, and it will be free 
to ohange its rates from day to day, 
from hour to hpur, and from shipper to 
shipper. American roads must go out 
ot competition with it, unless equally 
free.

THE COLTON MURDER. 


Maro D ia b o lica l D a la i la a f Ike 
A ffa ir . 
The San Bernardino Courier of Fri­ 
day has this to say of the morder of 
Katie Handorff: “ The Colton murder 
was the leading topio of excited com­ 
ment yesterday. The horrible details, 
the premeditated brutality, thsatrooious 
coolness of executioo, tne mystery of 
motive, were all discussed 
and de­ 
nounced with an energy which illustrated 
how deep-felt was the indignation of the 
people. 
There was, alas! no room for doubt as 
to horrible details of the murder, but 
there was great difference of opinion 
relative to the motive of the murderer. 
Various opinions were advanoed, the 
prevalent one being that the murderer 
was actuated largely by a sordid pur­ 
pose, that the woman had money and 
valuables, and that be butchered ber to 
get possession of them. But this, in 
the face ot his evident preparation for 
the ghastly crime, is mere conjeoture. 
All sorts of rumors were afloat yester­ 
day. 
It was confidently reported that a man 
answering perfectly the description of 
the marderer had been captured at the 
Needles, and that a telegram to that 
effect had been received in town. An­ 
other report held that Marshal Bright 
was ou the track of the murderer, either 
in tbe city or the suburbs; in fact, that 
the Marshal had him trailed to his end. 
YVe could not trace the latter rumor to 
any authentic source. 
Sheriff Cole took the Barstow train, 
yesterday morning, and we may infer, 
went out to the Needles. 
It is morally certain that the mur­ 
derer was at tbe San Bernardino depot 
on the morning after the murder, at 
3:30 o'clock. 
About that hour, a man 
dressed precisely as the murderer is said 
to have been, approached tbe depot 
grouuds from the direction of Colton, 
walking on the railroad. Hia pants 
below the knees were studded with 
cuckleburra. The night shift of men 
at work 
around 
tbe 
depot were 
near 
a 
fire, 
which 
the 
early 
pedestrian approached. 
He inquired 
for the time from Mr. Croas. 
Mr. 
Cross gave him tho the required infor­ 
mation, upon which the wanderer pulled 
out a small lady’s watch out of his right 
vest pocket and set it according to the 
time given by Mr. Cross. He then asked 
at what hour tho first train left for Bar- 
stow. Upon being informed, he headed 
off northward along the railroad. Mr. 
Cross, who his been a constable, and 
has had so-no experience with crimiuale, 
remarked that the man looked either 
insane, or as if he were an escaping 
thief. 
A11 the probabilities are that he 
was the escaping murderer 
Others 
thought it strange that suoh a well- 
dressed man should be attempting to 
beat the railroad. 
If this was the mur­ 
derer he undoubtedly moved northward 
in hopes to get on the early freight train 
going north, which he may have done. 
When the Sheriff called at the depot 
to caution the employes to look out for 
the felon’s appearance, they emphatical­ 
ly assured him that this man had already 
gone north, and described him exactly, 
to the velvet collar of his coat. If these 
men are right, there is nothing improba­ 
ble in the capture of the homicide at 
The Needles. 
The body of the murdered woman 
was bronght to San Bernardino yester­ 
day, and turned over to undertaker Mo- 
Donald, by whom it was embalmed. 
Dr. YVainwright, the Coroner, tele­ 
graphed yesterday to the City Marshal 
at Livermore, asking what disposition 
should be made of the remains, and was 
answered by the Marshal, who advised 
the interment of the body here for the 
present. This would indicate that tbe 
woman was known in Livermore. 
The Coroner’s inquest sat again, yes­ 
terday, and developed a few points of 
interest, with which the Sheriff’s office 
was immediately acquainted. 
They are not such as would by publi­ 
cation at this junoture subserve the in­ 
terests of justice. 
Never before have we seen indignation 
so bitterly intense as it was in Sau Bern­ 
ardino, yesterday, and we are inforued 
that in Colton the feeling is more fierce­ 
ly intensified still.

■mall expose of planting and cultivat­ 
ing this peculiar crop, it ia one of the 
most profitable in all this region. This 
season it promises to be far more profit­ 
able than peppermint oil. 
Low, marshy 
land is preferable for raising williows, 
bat is not necessary. The cost of plant­ 
ing—small shoots or twigs being used— 
is about $15 an acre, and there is but one 
planting necessary for years. The only 
other expenses are for trimming and 
gathering. The funner operation costs 
$6 an acre, and the latter about $18. 
After the willows Are gathered they are 
bound in bundles and shipped as soon 
as possible. They are sola by weight, 
the arerage price being $16 a ton. 
Two 
yeara ago $19 a ton was paid. Six tons 
to the acre is the average yield, to that 
an acre of young willows is a&ually 
worth $96 each year.

a good demaud for the crop io New 
York and Philadelphia.

Out of these came labor organ 
izations, strikes, riot*,ff id omne genus 
of hydra-headed ills and troubles, out 
of which had come chaos had not the 
honest sentim ent of the American 
people at length got aroused to such 
a pitch that the whole affair was rele­ 
gated to the limbo of things lost on 
earth—for that is where Republican

W ithin two weeks we have learned 
m uch about the f.uit destroying iueeote 
which are infecting the orchards of So­ 
n o m a county. It is not alone the co t­ 
tony m oth th at is doing the damage. 
F ruit growers have told us of the ruv- 
eges of the red «cale, of the codliu moth, 
of some insects which they could not 
designate by name. 
The infectiou is 
not generally alike. 
Oae orchard may 
be full of peats and another adjoining 
nearly untouched. 
The propagation of insect pests is a 
natural phenomenon, so wonderful is 
iheir multiplication and their migration 
and distribution is no less wonderful. It 
is not difficult to tell how the cottony 
m oth came to Sonoma couuty. 
They 
were brought here on apple boxes and are 
principally on young trees. 
There aro 
youDg orchards on Dry creek and in 
Alexander valley where a number of the 
trees were infected when they were set 
out. 
The number may not average one 
in tw enty. 
Yet the im portant fact is, 
the orchard isinfeoted. 
I t is easy to see how the pests will 
spread, and multiply, ai.driot m our or* 
ohards. 
A bird, with a fruit in its bill, 
may drop a single embryo as it flies 
over an orchard; the embryo matures, 
the sun hatches out the insect, and a 
thriving colony of a thousand fruit-dea* 
troying bugs are established in a single 
tree. 
A farmer may hitch his team 
to the pinza fence in Healdsburg; he 
drives home with perhaps a hundred 
moths in his wagon, adrift from the trees 
in the ploza. A nursery in another 
county ships a thousand trees to Santa 
Rosa or Petalum a or Healdaburg; a 
hundred trees of th e thousand secrete 
in their tender bark the insect’s eggs or 
the pest itself. 
A possible result, and a not improba­ 
ble one, is th e gradual ruin of ail the 
orchards in Sonoma county. 
Mr. Cot­ 
tle, of Ueyaerville, says that within two 
years there will not be a sound apple 
•tre e in the couuty unless the increase of 
R h e codlin moth shall bo checked, and 
Mr. Bouton, of W ashington, confirms 
the statement. 
Mr. Pluck and Mr. 
Sawtell, of Healdsburg, experienced or- 
chardists, tske gloomy views cf 'he sit­ 
uation, and can predict nothing but dis­ 
aster to the horticultural intettst* in 
Sonoma county under existing condi­ 
tions. 
A hundred other orchardists are 
ready to relate their experience and to 
predict ruiu to frnit-giow ers if some 
check is not made to the ravages of in- 
seot pests. 
Fighting insect pests is not a new 
thing in California. 
The Legislatura of 
th e Stato has made provisiou for proper 
officers to conduot a war of extermiua- 
tion. The law provides for the ap­ 
pointm ent of County Boards of H orti­ 
cultural 
Cdmmissioners. 
It 
is 
the 
duty of such commissioners to make 
inspection, to discover infected orchards 
or trees, to apply every known remedy, 
and os a last resort to cut down and 
bu m infeoted trees. 
Sonoma county 
needs a Board of H orticultural Com- 
miasioners. 
The Russian river country 
will alone furnish employment to them 
for a num ber of years. 
Healdsburg 
needs a thorough going over, and a crit-
